MISSOURI PACIFIC TO

Originally there were 282 claims 
based on differing interpretations 
of working rules, but 189 were settl- 
ed by lengthy negotiation after the 
strike started.

THE CONVICTED REDS 
It would be easy to attach 


far too much significance 
to the conviction of eleven 
Communist Party leaders on 
charges of conspiracy to ad 
yocate violent overthrow of 
the government. It would be 
a foolish blunder to assume 
that this event rocks the 
American Communist Party 
back of its heels, or causes 
despair in the Kremlin. The 
party faces the temporary 
loss of eleven of its profes-

< eleven workers would be a 


trifle to the Kremlin. 


The intent of the convict-

"The foundation of this country

Methodist layman told nearly 2CO 
persons at the Men's Dinner Club 
quarterly meeting in the First 
Methodtat church.

neera, he declared, founded tho 
nation on this basic concept: 


"Our whole existence depends 


on the morals and patriotism of 
the citizens,." 
Judge Hlckman's

prophets made to this government 
of ours." He emphasized that early 
Americans—those who framed the 
constitution — founded a 
govern- 


ment on many concepts from the- 
ology. They built a nation on faith 
In God, he added. 


"What other nation In the world 


has 'In God We Trust' on their 
coins?" he asked. 


"As long as wo keep In mind God, 


we can defy the powers of ruin. 
"We used to think inventions 
could save the country. Then In- 
ventions camo, and now tve've 
'gudgettvd' and 'gadgetted' until 
wero're wondering if we built a 
frnnkenspln monster."

He used this time to talk, general- 
ly, on city problems. 
On his last broadcast he com- 
mented: 
"The word has been passed to me 
that I better shut up, or else." 
Mason's son, Burt Mason, royeal- 
ed that his family received a warn- 
ing two hours before his father 
•was shot to death. 
Avellno 
Saenz 
pointed 
out 
Smithwlck as the slayer of Mason 
at the examining trial for the ac- 
cused deputy. 
Saenz on Aug. 2 testified that 


ho was with Mason when the com- 
mentator was shot to death. 
Smithwlck entered a plea of not 
guilty. 


A special grand jury Investigat- 
ed the shooting and indicted Smith 
wick. 


Saenz said he and Mason had 
gone to look at some sewage pipes 
and at the 
condition 
of some 
streets. Mason was getting mater 
lal for his radio program. 
He testified: 


. "Just before 
Smlthwick shot 
Mr. Mason said 
something like 
'wait a minute," or \vhat!s the mat- 
ter with you,' ". 
Dr. Philip S. Joseph testified at 
the examining trial that a bullet 
had entered Mason's chest, tore 
through an artery and that Mason 
died of an Internal hemorrhage. 
Saenz testified that Smlthwick 
turned to him and said "get away 
from here." 
, 
Saenz said he got away. 
On July 
30. shotgun raiders 
blasted the dance palace described 
In Mason's broadcast.

Tho South Concho river at Chris- 


toval, 18 miles south of San Angelo 
was running over 
the 
highway 


bridge. Highways between Ozona 
and Del Rio were closed Sunday. 


A fall of 1.41 inches stopped cot- 


ton picking at Big Spring. 


Collision of cool air from the 
North with warm, gulf air that 
had been hanging over the state 
was responsible for the rains. 


Thousands of 
North 
Texans 
splashed through veritable rivers of 
water on their way to work. 


Streams and rivers in the North- 
Central portion of the state were 
rising rapidly. 


At 7 a. m. the Trinity stood at 
17.7 at Dallas and was rising sharp- 
ly. It is expected to reach 28 feet 
—or flood stage—by this afternoon. 


Del Rio reported .19 of an inch; 
Tyler .16; and Waco four-hundred- 
ths. 


Light drizzle was falling in the 
Panhandle, with 
light 
rains in 
South-Central Texas—and in most 
of West Texas. The only areas not 
reporting at least some precipita- 
tion at 7:30 a. m. were extreme 
south Texas and the El Paso area 
of far West Texas. 
Overcast .skies yesterday caused 
an Air Force Reserve transport 
o get lost and disrupted air traf- 
fic over North Texas for two hours 
ast night before an CAA officer 
'talked it down" at Wichita Falls. 
The plane, piloted by Lt. Frank 
Vernon, was bound from Albuquer- 
que, 
N. M., to Hensley Field at 
Dallas. It ran into ice, poor vls- 
'blllty and a thunderstorm. 


One of the plane's three radios 
went out and it had engine trouble. 
It wandered over Dallas, reported 
t was icing up, and had to make 
an emergency descent to warmer 
air. 
The control tower at Dallas' 
Love Field ordered seven other 
planes to stay above 4,000 feet and 
<ept eight airline planes on tho 
ground. 
One of the planes held in the 
air at Dallas was a four-englned 
Navy Patrol bomber, which ran low 
on fuel. It had to make an emerg- 
ency landing at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion while the Air Force plane 
circled. 
The lost ship skipped blindly over 
to Wichita Falls. 
CAA stations 
kept track of its position, though 
the plane's crew didn't know where 
they were. 
A CAA officer talked it down at 
Sheppard Air Force Base.

Ho said UN members, know that 
"disrj-7*rd of human rights Is the 
beginning of tyranny, and, too 
often, the beginning of war." 
Ho spoke just two days after the 
general assembly voted agreement 
with western charges that Russian 
satellites Bulgaria. Romania anc 
Hungary are suppressing human 
rights and freedoms. The 
ques- 
tions first were raised after trials 
of Josef Cardinal Mlndszenty 
In 
Budapest and other religious lead- 
ers in Bulgaria. 
The general assembly approved 


40 to 6, Nov. 4, 1948, the United 
States-endorsed plan drafted 
by 
Bernard M. Baruch and others ol 
the UN atomic energy committee. 
"This is a good plan," the presi- 
dent declared. "It Is a plan that 
can be effective in accomplishing 
its purpose." It is the only plar 
so far developed that would meet 
the technical requirements of con- 
trol, that would make prohibition 
of atomic weaplns effective, and at 
the same time promote the peace- 
ful development of atomic energy 
on a cooperative basis. 
"We support this plan and will 
o/mtinue to support It unless and 
until a better and more effective 
plan Is put forward." 
This was a new notice that the 
United States will continue build- 
Ing up Its 
stockpile of 
atomic 
bombs until controls are guaran- 
teed. The Russians have insisted 
on outlawing the bomb as a preli- 
minary to discussion of controls. 
The 
president also laid heavy 
emphasis today on the importance 
to peace of: 
1. Technical assistance and cap- 
ital Investment In underdeveloped 
areas where "at least half of man- 
kind lives In dire poverty." 
2. Attaining basic civil and poll- 
tlcal rights "for men and women 
everywhere—without 
regard 
to 
race, language or religion."

Teamwork between home and 
school Involves five factors, R. A. 
Armlstead told the Senior High 
PTA In a meeting Tuesday. 


These factors, said the principal 


In discussing "Teamwork Between 
Home and School," are the team, 
the wagon or load, the work, the 
driver and the driver's directions. 


"This team Is composed of the 


home and the school, the two In- 
stitutions which control a big per 
centage of the child's time," said 
Mr. Armlstead, who declared the 
wagon or load consisted 
of 
the 


physical facilities of 
the 
school 


plant, the program of classwork 
and the school ativitles. It was 
the speaker's opinion that a good 
team should have the best of these 
with which to work. 


"The team should be at work, a 


most vital work," pointed out the 
principal, "the production of 
a 


trained personnel of young gradu- 
ates, young people with the qual- 
ities needed to build a better world. 
We should like to produce young 
people who possess three charac- 
teristics: They should be outstand- 
ing, 
upstanding and understand- 


ing. 
Not all can be outstanding, 


but some should be. All can and 
should be upstanding, of sound 
character, and understanding, the 
world's greatest need. The world 
does not have a problem that can- 
not be solved by an understanding 
citizenship." 


The real driver should be no 


one individual or group, said the 
speaker, but it should be a well 
Informed and well-motivated pub- 
lic opinion, Interested In the en- 
tire school population, not just in 
an own child or special Interest. 


He concluded by saying, "Finally 


what directions does the driver 
of a team give to this team? In 
real life a driver says, 'Glddap, 
gee, haw and whoa.' These same 
directions can be given to this ed- 
ucational team. There Is a time to 
say. 'Giddap, or let's get started.' 
It Is now time someone said, 'Gld- 
dap, let's build a gymnasium,' Gee 
means turn to the right, haw to 
the left. Right means to be con- 
servative; left mea,ns to be liberal. 
We cannot always 
go 
straight 


down the road. We sometimes need 
to turn to the right, to be conserv- 
ative In educatlo'nal policies. Yet 
there are times to turn to the left, 
to be liberal, to adopt changes. Ev- 
ery driver sometimes must say, 
'Whoa.' We also must say it or 
'stop' to the educational team. The 
most difficult problem to learn In 
aducating young people is when to 
say, 'whoa,' 'no' or 'stop' and how 
to say It effectively. The parent 
who can say It well is the happy 
parent."

Occupying 8500 square 
feet of

ed building will house all co-op of- 
fices, and electric kitchen, ware- 
house and garage and utility shops, 
It was announced. 
The contract was awarded to 
the Frank Rundell Construction 
Company of Austin and work 
1s 
expected to get started October 27. 
or October 28, Cauble announced 
The location Is at the corner of 
South Thirteenth street and West 
Seventh avenue. 
Now boasting 3,400 members, the 
co-op expects to have 4,000 on or 
about January 1, 
Cauble 
said. 
Owned and operated by farmers, 
the co-op's distribution lines total 


about 1.500 miles In the five coun- 
ties it serves—Navarro, Limestone, 
Freestone, Ellis and Hill. 


"Our ultimate goal Is to have 4,- 
500 members," Cauble said, explain- 
ing that some 1,100 rural 
people 
still are without electrical service. 
The new building will be brick 


and will be finished within 
four 
months after construction begins, 
Cauble said.
